There havo been numerous mysterious hints 
thrown out since Congress adjourned that 
when tho full import of tho bills which 
passed and wero signed during tho last days 
of the session became , known, tho press 
would find out that more stringent laws for 
its control havo beon passed than the ono 
for which it was criticising Senator Carpen- 
ter so severely.

power it claimed over the press of tho coun- 
try, Sir. Folnrd reported a bill at a night
